SHIP THEY TORPEDOED 


Tell How Two Italian Torpedo 


Boats Made Daring Raid 


on Trieste Harbor 


Washington, D. C,, pec. 17.—The 


Italian torpedo boats under Litut. 
Commander Kizzo composed the forces 
which made the daring raid into the 
inner harbor at Trieste Sunday night, 
December S, and torpedoed two Aus- 
trian battleships, one of which was 
seen to Bink. Further details ot the 
exploit were given in dispatches re- 
ceived today by the Italian embassy. 


The raid was planned when It was 


learned that the Austrians were pre- 
paring to send from Trieste two ships 
of the monarch type with their 240 
millmeter guns to bombard the Italian 
costal positions. 
A division of torpedo 


bouts, under Capt. Pifjnatti was as- 
signed to the task, and the Captain 
elected Lieut. Commander RIzzo with 
two boats to make the dash into the 
harbor while the remainder 
of the 


division kept outside in support. 


By slow and 
silent 
movements 


through a heavy fog the little craft 
reached the extremity of the Muggia 
pier, where the officers examined the 
disposition of the numerous obstruc- 
tions which barred the passage. Mine 
fields and 
other obstructions were 


located, and two hours were spent 
cutting eight large wire cables stretch- 
ed across the passage. 
Other obstruc- 


tion were weighted and sunk suffi- 
ciently to permit the boats to pass 
over them. 


During all this time, Austrian posts 


were very near and searchlights were 
being played on the xvater, but in 
spite of this the torpedo boats suc- 
ceeded in entering the inner port with- 
out being sighted. 


Finally at 2:^0 a. m., Monday the 


two 
torpedo 
boats 
simultaneouesly 


launched four torpedoes aimed at the 
battleships. 
All four torpedoes ex- 


ploded. 
Rizzo reported that the bat- 


tleship Wien, nearest the attacking 
vessels, was observed to sink in five 
minutes while the other battleship cer- 
tainly was struck, though owing to 
the great distance it was impossible 
to discover the damage done.

Newspaper Correspondent Goe* Out to 


Meet Returning Battle Cruiiera— 
View* Greatest Concentration of 
Fighting Vessels in the History of 
th« World—la sn Intplrina Slant. 


Far up tn the North sea there is an 


old Atlantic liner which has been con- 
verted Into a mother ship for soa- 
plnnes guarcilng the fleet and gcontinf 
ahead In times of peril. 


The Wew York Sun correspondent 


visiting the grand fleet was taken 
aboard and saw the wonderful work 
of reconstruction done by the admir- 
alty In transforming a vessel which nt 
the outbreak of the war had been 
scrapped aa absolutely useless. To- 
day she houses scores of aircraft, 
grading from small, baby seaplanes to 
the big American type capable of car- 
rying three passengers. 


It Is almost with the sense of enter- 


Ing an old cathedral that one boards 
today this rejuvenated liner and passes 
down the long aisles which formerly 
held hundreds of passengers traveling 
between New York and Liverpool. The 
cabins now house In the spacious quar- 
ters forward men who operate bal- 
loons or pilot aircraft. All the after 
portion of this vessel Is occupied with 
giant gas bags, which are used for 
observation purposes. 


Can Speed at 18 Knot*. 


Decks and cabins are filled with the 


paraphernalia of flying. So far in this 
war there has been little said of the 
work of the grand fleet, but a visit to 
this ship gives an Idea of tLe efHclencj 
to which Its work has been carried, 
i 


This high-speed mother ship Is capa- 


ble of b«nslng aircraft for all neces- 
sa-y observation •work. 
She speeds 


Into the wind at a rate of 18 knots un- 
til je air pressure of her headway. In 
combination -with the speed devel- 
oped by the hn^e seaplane motors Is 
sufficient to carry them from the deck 
before they reach the end of ihe float- 
Ing ship. Big derricks hoist planes 
from a portion of the deck upon which 
passengers formerly played quoits or 
shuffleboard. Their engines are start- 
ed and keyed up to flying pitch while 
deckhands hold to the stays or wheel? 
attached to the floats until the signal 
Is g' Ten for starting. Tben the re- 
leasp' plane soars from the deck out 
ovet the harbor. 


It Is almost uncanny to sail out over 


vessels which looked huge when tend- 
ers were alongside, then watch them 
greiually diminish In size until they 
become mere pygmies dwarfed by dis- 
tance and lowered Into Insignificance 
by the great altitude. As we ascend- 
ed a battle cruiser's siren screamed 
out and could be heard even above the 
roar of our engine. We circled about 
the battle cruiser squndron, looking 
down upon ships which ordinarily 
would have been Impressive, but now 
were tiny ellpses on the broad expnnao 
of the harbor. 


Visiting the Battle Cruisers. 


Another plane, just leaving the wa- 


ter, looked like a fly attempting.to get 
above the smoke of the surrounding 
vessels. 
All the auxiliary craft dis- 


appeared or became mere dots upon 
the blue table. Far out toward the 
harbor entrance a long Inne of smoke 
marked approaching vessels. 


We circled down toward the smoke 


and made a line toward the battle 
cruisers we knew were returning from 
patrol duty In the North sen. It was 
the perfect alignment of the battle 
fleet which struck the observer most 
forcibly, each vessel taking a position 
exactly to the rear of the ont ahead 
and giving some Idea of the perfect 
aystem of co-operation between the 
units which has made the British 
grand fleet supreme In naval affairs. 
Outspread upon the forbidding-look- 
ing harbor was the entire fleet of ves- 
sels which has been guarding Eng- 
land's shores for the lost three years, 
although the harbor looked small from 
.a distance of 3,000 feet. 


This Is the greatest mobile concen- 


tration of fighting vessels in the his- 
tory of the world. Even when seen 
together It Is hard to realize that this 
aggregation has kept England safe 
from attack and has prevented the 
Germjjn high seas fleet from coming 
from Its harbor. Considering Its size 
from the great height aided material- 
ly In realizing what an enormous 
treasure Britain has poured out In 
building such a tremendous fighting 
machine and what fortunes are being 
spent daily In maintaining It. 
In- 


spired by the spectacle, It was possible 
'to visualize this greatest unit of the 
British sea force co-operating with the 
American warships In making the wa- 
terways of the earth safe for all traf- 
fic.Just as In the days gone by, when 
Britain conauered piracy and made 
the lanes places of comfortable travel 
for American clippers, the same out- 
rageous piracy exists today and It is 
with the help of American men-of-wnr 
that the British grand fleet once more 
will make the water routes immune 
from base depredations.

Clog Maker's Rich Find. 


In the Japanese 
city of Matsue. 


Izumo province, lived an Industrious 
maker of clogs named Jisuke Nishl- 
tnnl. His family had possessed, for 
unknown generations, a quaint manu- 
script on vellum, the origin of which 
was unknown. It occurred to the pres- 
ent owner early last month that the 
parchment might have value. 
He 


first submitted It to the Tokyo Impe- 
rial University, where It was pro- 
nounced a sacred Buddhistic writing 
of the thirteenth century. Jisuke was 
advised to take It to the Nlchiren Sect 
college, where he was Informed that 
lt_was an original manuscript by Nich- 
Iren (1222-1282), founder of the Hokke 
sect, and was done by his own hand 
when thirty-eight years old (1260). It 
was pronounced so valuable that Its 
price was conservatively estimated at 
100,000 yen ($50,000). 


The latest but by no means least 


Important of the Japanese sects of 
Buddhism was founded by Nlchiren 
and bears his name. It Is based on 
the Saddharma Pundarlka. It taught 
that there was "only one true Buddha, 
the moon In the perfect heavens—oth- 
er Buddhas being mere reflections like 
that of the moon In water." The true 
Buddha was affirmed to be the source 
of all phenomenal existence, thus vir- 
tually reaching the monotheism of 
Christianity In one God.—East and 
West News.

subject of frequent scathing arraignments. 

If any other criti- 
cism has brought its shortcomings BO 
•qnarcly before the public. 


The National Association for the Study 


and Prevention of Tuberculosis in calling 
•ttention to this statement urges rurnl 
communities to rid themselves of a men- 
aca which has undermined the health of 
the country. 
It points out that instead 


of waiting for State departments of health 
nnd local school boards tho community 
itself can tnko the Initintivo by creating 
• new type of schoolhouse which will con- 
•crve and not destroy the health of future 
defenders of the nation. 


Fresh air classes provide an immediate 


Remedy for conditions arisius from the 
unsanitary and neglected rural school.

Rooms to the Rescue. 


Any community can have these fresh air 
classes. 


The nucleus for n fund to start such 


classes can be raised this Christmas by 
the sale of Red Cross Christmas seals. 
The American Red Cross and the National 
Association for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis, which conduct the sale, 
believe that open air schools ehould be 
instituted as a war measure to aid in the 
effort to stamp out tuberculosis. 
The 


disease is one of the most Insidious of our 
"enemies within." There can be no sound- 
er basis for a campaign against it, they 
declare, than the care ot tuberculous and 
anaemic children. 


The open air school has been supported 


in its early atagea almost entirely by the 
sale ot Christmas seals. 
Most commu- 


nities where these schools exist have start- 
ed them with money thus raised. 
Some- 


times un insufficient sum has been carried 


over for a year or two, until it was large 
enough to operate a school. Often it h»i 
been added to t>y contributions. 


The history of the open air school shows 


that after public spirited citizens hare 
shown its efficiency school boards «nd 
departments of health are generally will- 
ins to maintain it. The authorities "mast 
bo shown" first. 
Seal money therefore 


is being used for demonstration purposes. 


There are three types of fresh «ir 


classes. 
The first is for children with 


tuberculosis, who are segregated 
from 


healthy children. 
It is generally con- 


nected with a hospital or sanatorium. 
The second Is for anaemic children or those 
otherwise predisposed to the disease, who 
study in the open air, ar« obliged to rest 
at certain periods nnd are given proper 
food at the school. The third type is the 
open window school, in which normal 
children are kept well and strong-

Described.. 


DO MUCH, BUT SAY LITTLE 


Camps Being Built Will Accommodate 


100,000 Troops at a Time—Comfort- 
able Huts Going Up—-Correspondent 
Sees Enormous Military Encampment 
Under Construction. 


"What are you Americans doing to 


begin fighting?" ask 
our 
French 


friends. 
Well, we are doing a lot but 


saying very little. Still, there Is some- 
thing to say. Not for the sake of tho | 
French people precisely, for they may 
be expected to have only u general in- 
terest in our preparations. The French 
army authorities know all that we are 
doing, of course, and that Is sufficient. | 
But our American people, who have j 
done such magnificent work In going! 
into the war with heart and soul and' 
princely neglect of cost, take an Inter-1 
est of an Intimate nnd logical charac- 
ter. 
It Is paying for the army, nnd, 


'on the most general grounds, would 
seem to have u right to know some-! 
thing about what is going on. If the 
American army Is doing things In pre- 
paring for the battlefield, then why not 
let the people at home know some- 
thing about It? 


Under these Impressions and prompt-', 


ed by these sentiments, a New York 
Herald correspondent penetrated into 
the part of France where preparations 
are made for the reception of the bulk 
of our troops. 


Awaiting Occupation. 


What oro called recreation camps 


drc springing up all about this district. 
As fast as'the men arrive they march' 
Into these camps, whore everything Is 
In course of preparation for their com- 
fort, health and convenience. 
Com- 


fortable huts arc going up under ex-: 
pert supervision. In one place I saw 
n collection of these huts, spick and 
span and already awaiting occupation. 


German and Austrian prisoners were ' 


digging trenches for water pipes to 
supply the military village. The camp 
was beautifully situated, with good 
drainage, water supply and shade 
trees, and furnished with all sorts of 
conveniences. 
The commanding ofll- 


cer had the good luck to have hit up- 
on n very comfortable private prop- 
erty—nearly equnl to the dignity of n 
small-sized chateau. Here he Is living 
In very great comfort, with light nnd 
bathrooms and heating apparatus. He 
.summed very .weU Bloased with bis ac? 


qnlsitlon. 
Tho village Is going to 


house thousands of American soldiers 
when they arrive. 


In another place I passed through an 


enormous military 
encampment 
In 


course of construction. 
Already I 


counted as many as two hundred huts, 
but the greater number have yet to 
bo erected. French soldiers are work- 
Ing about these camps, leveling the 
ground, digging foundations, hauling 
timber, cutting up the necessary ma- 
terial as required, doing the carpenter- 
Ing and joining, establishing an elec- 
tric plant, connecting communications 
and so on. I was told that there was 
going to be accommodation for 00,000 
American troops at that place alone. 


Can Care for Million. 


It Is estimated that there will be In 


these camps as many as one hundred 
thousand troops nt a time; then there 
will no many times that number moved 
on from time to time as others arrive. 
In this way and In this place alone a 
million or so can pass through with the 
utmost ease nnd promptness. When the 
Germans get tin idea of the large num-! 
ber of American troops in France al- '•

by its parents before it enters school 
Is the subject of .sharp rebuke and ad- 
monition from Dr. Wilzner Krusen, di- 
rector of the department of public 
health and charities of Philadelphia.

treat without concern the symptoms 
of physical disorder displayed in their 
children, especially so long as the lit- 
tle ones are uble to romp about in all 
the exuberance of youth, is taken seri- 
ously to task by the director. 


"It Is universally agreed that the 


personnel of a military organization 
must be physically fit to endure the 
trif'i and hardships incident to its 
par^cular duties," says Doctor Krusen. 


' ~"' u measure the same holds true 


of .ne children who are to enter a new 
environment when registered upon the 
school rolls, and who are to give up 
their customary 
hours of play 
at 


home for a seat in the classroom, to 
be occupied for definite hours every 
school day. 
A change of discipline 


from that of the home to that of the 
school, together with the labors of 
study, brings about a complete mental 
change in the attitude of the child. 
Are your children prepared for this 
change or are the older boys and girls 
ready 
to take up thefr 
advanced 


studies? 


"The eyes, ears, teeth, nose and 


throat should receive special attention, 
as defects of'these parts of the bo-iy 
are most frequent. 


"Defective vision must be corrected 


if the child is expected to keep up 
with its studies and to maintain the 
same standard as the normal child. 
Good hearing Is also essential to the 
child who receives oral instruction, 
as many cases of backwardness are 
primarily due to defects of hearing.

"A machine gunners's dream come 


true," Is the way Private Boucher, for- 
merly of Pierre, South Dakota, and 
now of Machine Gun Section No. 15, 
Third Brigade, Canadian .Expedition- 
ary Force, described a recent German 
counter-attack south of Lens.
